Reqti* st of the Salem public school teacher* for an 
increase in salary came as no great .surprise. 
Tile 
economy handicaps of ti.** teaching proft t-ion rela­ 


tive to other occupation* has long been recognized 
The Salem teacher!. reflowing the example of UMH 
in other comm unities throughout th* state and the n a ­ 
tion, are mereiy trying to pull themselves up to the 
level of wages paid common labor*-!. Th**y . hould not 
expect to be granted the lull am ount of their request 
-SMK) on the present school year contract. That sum, 
representing 20 to 30 per cent increase, is almost as 
much out of line as their present .salaries 
It Is to the credit of the school board th at it imm e­ 
diately recognized the need for some salary adjustm ent 
and set about trying to find the means to meet th a t 
adjustm ent The board’s reported counter-proposal of 
$100 is too much to the other extreme 
Somewhere 
near the middl*' of these two extremes is more in keep­ 
ing with w hat should be arrived a t and what is likely 
to be acceptable to tile teachers. 
Realizing the plight of the teacher grcup and do­ 
ing full Justice to the situation are two different m a t­ 
ters. To maut the teachers demands would mean an 
increase of $45,000 a year. Even half of th a t amount is 
a sizeable sum, especially when no fund is available to 
draw on. Tile board believes it can provide some re­ 
lief by cutting corners and scraping here and there. It 
will not be enough to satisfy the teachers permanently. 
The only other method would tx- to borrow the money 
—which isn't good business practice and should be 
discouraged Future relief m ight come from the state 
or through Increased taxes by approval of th** voters 
No m atter what is possible now to m eet at least 
part of the demands, the school board faces the pros­ 
pect of making provision for better pay for its teachers 
in the future. They, like oth* r white-collar workers, 
have been neglected while hour-workers have been 
pushing the wage and salary structure out of kilter 
and thus promoting economic unbalance. 


Better Reason Needed 
The 14th congressional district of M assachusetts, 
represented in tlu* House cf Representatives for the 
last 22 years by Jose {Mi William M artin Jr., elected 
speaker of the House by the Republican m ajority last 
m onth, had a population of about 300,000 in the 1940 
census. 
Tile fourth Toxns d i.trirt represented by M artin's 
pr* decessor as speaker, S;rm Rayburn, had a popula­ 
tion of less than 260.000 in the 1S40 census. Rayburn. 
has been its representative since before World Wax I 
It is a solidly Democratic constituency, just as M ar­ 
tin s constituency is solidly Republican, except that 
M assachusetts, unlike Texas, does have a two-party 
system. 
There are dozens of congressional districts im per­ 
vious to the ebb and flow of politics. Their representa­ 
tives are set for life, depending on health and good be­ 
havior In due course of time, these are the men moat 
likely to accum ulate the seniority, acquaintanceship 
and know-how to be in line for the speakership of the 
House of Representatives. 
President Trum an has renewed his appeal for leg­ 
islation which would put the streaker of the House 
next to the vice president In line of succession to the 
presidency, rather than the secretary of state. He ar­ 
gues that no chief «xecutlve should be able to appoint 
his own successor, which seems a sound position. But 
when it is considered that the alternative he proposes 
would let a handful of voters in a "solid ’ congressional 
district choose a chief executive, one wonders w hether 
a secretary of state could be any less representative 
There is a better reason needed to change Hie law 
governing succession than the one Mr T rum an is us­ 
ing. or at least a better alternative proposed in case 
th e law should be changed.
